There were also signs of illegal dumping 
- of sod and dirt fill, tossed into parks by 
homeowners, and concrete, pallet boxes 
and other construction debris, dumped by 
unprincipled contractors.

Last year, the effort raised $200, “and keeps things out 
of the landfill,” said Smith, noting that in most western 
countries, discarded textiles make up 6 to 12% of 
landfill waste. 

And on May 5, 6 and 7, residents are invited to drop 
off metal and unwanted electronics at the school for 
recycling. Anything metal - aluminum siding, motors, 
paint cans, metal fencing, filing cabinets, car parts, BBQs 
(no propane tanks!), chains, exercise bikes, curtain rods, 
cutlery, pipes, etc. - and any electronics (computers, 
microwave ovens, vacuum cleaners, toasters, extension 
cords, clock radios, etc.) and batteries are wanted. 
Please, no refrigerators or freezers. 

Last fall, Sir Wm. Osier’s metal/electronics collection 
generated about $2,000, funds that were used to enrich 
the learning environment. The community is asked to 
help out again this spring! 
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It’s true-Blue Grew! 

Simcoe County 
has added new 
plastic items to 
its list of Blue 
Boxrecyclables, 
through the 
county’s Blue 
Grew campaign. 
To accommodate 
the additional 
items, residents 
will be receiving 

recycling box. 
Items added to 
the list include 
rigid plastic 
household 
containers and 
lids marked

Still not accepted in the blue box program: Plastic 
wrap and plastic bags and styrofoam. “These items 
remain difficult to collect, process and market 
consistently,” explained Director of Solid Waste 
Management, Rob McCullough. 

The County received funding from the Continuous 
Improvement Fund to help offset the purchase of the 
larger blue boxes, which are made of recycled plastic. 

Residents are asked to place all paper fibres in a 
separate box/bin from the plastics.

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Aboriginal burial ground desecrated 

South Simcoe Police are investigating the 
desecration of an Aboriginal burial ground, 
dating back hundreds of years. The site, located 
in a field near Simcoe Rd. and the 6th Line of 
Bradford, was excavated by Archaeologists and 
archaeological students last year. In August, 
at the end of the dig, the human remains were 
reburied. 

Just this week, it became apparent that someone 
had dug up the bones, and smashed them, 
possibly last fall. 

Police have been called in and are conducting 
a criminal investigation into the desecration, at 
the request of the Chippewas of Georgina Island 
First Nations. 

“They are very upset... It’s very unfortunate,” said 
Sgt. John Van Dyke. “Whoever did this has no 

He noted that many small bone fragments have 
been recovered, and handed over to a Physical 
Anthropologist, who will attempt to put them 
back together. 

“It’s an ancient burial ground,” said Sgt Van 
Dyke, but there was no secret about the location 
of the site. There were “lots” of people in the 
area who were aware of the excavation, and the 
nature of the dig. The field itself is a popular 
location for dirt biking. 

Anyone with information regarding the 
desecration of the site is asked to call South 
Simcoe Police, at 905-775-3311. 

Archaeologist Bill Finlayson, who excavated 
the site at die request of the property owner 
and developer as part of an archaeological 
assessment of the site, called the vandalism 
“very disappointing.”

Physical fitness is one of the most 
important aspects of a child’s 
development.
